The amendment was backed by 
Senator Taft, R.. O., chairman ot 
tlio OOP policy committee. He and 
Senator Wlieny, R., Neb., the Re. 
publican wlitp. had ' predicted its 
adoption. ' 

The amendment would requfe 
the national labor relations board 
to limit bargalnlngi units of frm- 
ployes to « single plant ur compaWy 
or U) a single metropolitan district 
or oounly. 

Local unloni could cpmblne to 
bargain thrtlugh their national 
union on an industrywide basis but 
could withdraw at any time without 
being subject to contAtl by the na- 
tional organisation. 

The issue was defined hi debate 
yesterday during an exchange 
tween Ohalmian Robert A. TattiK. 
p., of the labor oommlttoe and Sen 
Irving M. Ives, R., N. Y. 

Taft made It plain that the 
amendment was directed at bar- 
gaining strstegy like that followed 
by the United Sleet Workers (CIO) 
In l»4a. He uld VQW locals were 
forbidden to settle with their em* 
ployera for less tlian 30 centt an 
hour until the national union 
reached an agreement with Uie tI,S, 
Steel oprporatloQ.

Unlveraal military training, although a 
controveralal lasue, \b Bomethlng the Amerl- 
ckn people ahould give serious consideration 
Irom every angle. 

The fact that the American Legion and our 
outstanding military auj.hprltle3 regard it as 
atr*absolute must;' fjjr a realistic safeguard 
against future wars Is an Important point 
fii" Itself. 

Nor should we forget that since cradle days 
this nation's foremost leaders pleaded with a 
complacent public for such a program. George. 
Washington, Thprtias Jelfersbn and Abraham , 
IJncoln all urged a strong national defense. 

The crime of unpreparednesa was respon- 
sible lor the darkest days of our history. 
Ameriv railed tQ.prepare even in 1917 when 
the world rocked to the roar Of guns. - Public 
apathy dlrect?il„-America along this same 
ulcidal^palh to Peatl Hairbor. 
■ 'Eows of crosses overseas bear mute testl- 
mgny to America's perennial sin— unpre- 
paredness. 

Some may argue that In any future wars an 
aggressor's attack will come with the sudden- 
ness of a bolt of lightning from the sky. 
Now that the atomic bomb has been per- 
lected. these same individuals may contend 
that universal military training and mass 
- manpower will have little part In the next 
-war— that before such things can be muster- 
ed, the atomic bUtz wUl be over. 

But our military authorities have a good 
answer to auch arguments. 

The march of man's progress has put the 
"pay-off" on "know-how." Military science 
has taken the lead in technological know- 
ledge. In no other field has there been a 
comparable advance In miracle Inventions 
climaxed 'finally by the development of the 
atomic .bomb, man's supreme achievement in 
the controlled use of natural forces, a- 

Modern warfare, therefore, has become an 
art of scientists, technologists, specialists 
and experts of all kinds. Modem soldiers are 
graduates of long and Intensive training. 
Gone are'the days of lAlhute men. Gone are 
the days when a citizen could spring over- 
night to a musket and take his place effect- 
ively on a firing line'. 

Today a natlori to feel and be secure must 
have Its defenders trained in advance. The 
weapons of the atomic age have made treach- 
erous attack a'future possibility, too certain 
for comfort. An attacked nation will have 
no time to train its defense specialists after 
It is under fire.. 

Unlveraal military training may be our only 
hope to compete with aggressors of the fut- 
ure, especially when we have ample evidence 
that other world powers have every intention 
of keeping themselves prepared to the hilt.

Thomas E. Dewey lately signed a bill 
outlawing ' EdI strikes by public employes In 
Mew York and penalizing the strikers. This, 
as has been noted, took a good bit of political 
courage in a man who aspires to be elected 
President. 

Now Sen. Irving Ives of New York has of- 
fered a matching, though contrasting ex- 
ample of political courage by opposing moat 
union restriction in the pending senate labor 
bill. For Senator Ivea was Governor Dewey's 
right bower and virtually hand-picked run- 
ning mate In last fall's election. Yet here he' 
Is opposing the governor on perhaps the hot- 
test domestic Issue of today. 

One of these men Is bound to have guessed 
wrong on public sentiment, And that bad 
guess Is bound to cause one of them political 
embarriissment and damage to one or both 
political careers, Mrs. Dewey's chances In 
MB may depend to a considerable extent on 
whether he or Mr, Ives hu the more sen- 
altlve feeling for the public pulse. :

OUTFLANK— The same conMdir'tlons which 'In- 
fluenced Hltle[j:ovem Rustla'a attempt to eniuU 
the Scandinavian people*, according to mllltarr and 
diplomatic analysts. ^ 

Success of his scheme would enable him to outflank 
Europe, including the. countries .which have not fallen 
within his orbit— Prance, Holland, Belgium. It would 
provide a North sea exit for hla building fleeU and 
western airfields for his red squadrons. 

Indeed, It would constitute a more serioui challengt 
to Britain than his threat -to the eastern end of the 
Mediterranean. Should he be able^ achlsve both 
objectives, he would control .Europe, the middle east 
and have a springboard toward 'Asia. . ^. 

Simultaneously with receipt of disturbing ' reports 
from Scandinavia comes word that Paris Is deeply 
disturbed over communist activity In Algeria, Tunisia 
and Madagascar. 

COMMUNIQUES— The reality of the feari animat- 
ing the leaders of .(Jicse northern countries have been 
Bubstnntlated In recent- diplomatic, military and news- 
paper communiques from this territory, to wit: 

Sweden: Military men here ore said to have dis- 
covered the sites from which the mysterious rocketa 
were shot over this country soon after Qermany'a 
surrender. They lie on the Russlanslde of the border. 

Although rapidly recovering from warttme dlfllcm- 
tlea, the Swedes have been forced to moke unusually 
favorable trade agreements with Moscow, RuUla 
has always Resented the aid which Sweden gave to 
Finland when the Soviet army atta^ed the •malt 
nation. 

MANIPULATIONS— Finland: This country Is In 
such a deplorable sUt«, ecopomlcally and politically, 
that it has not been abli to form a responsible govern* 
ment for many months. The delay Is due. to the fact 
that any ministry organised at thli time might -fall 
Into the hands of a communist majority. - 

Moscow's manipulations of the H00,O0O,(»O repara- 
tions pBjmenls has kept Finland In baipcruptcy. 
The kremlln's Inspectors regularly disallow or reject 
payments In goods qp the ground that they da nol 
meet specifications which they Interpret as they please. 
It Is doubtful II HeUlnki can ever Day out, with an 
economic crackup seemingly Inevitable. 

DISRUrriON— Norway: This nation recently floated 
a private 110,000.000 loan In Wall -street to shore up 
her economy. Although her credit tiu ilwayi been 
high, she could have had the money from the. fund 
proposed for Oreece and Turkey save for dlplomatlo 
considerations. 

It was not deemed advisable' to declare an Ideological 
war against Russia on two fronts at-the some time. 
But It Is certain that Norway will eventually require 
greater assistance from the U. 8. 

Denmark: The recent death ot King-' Christian 
has made this nation a "natural" for communist pene- 
tration end disruption, and Moscow has not delayed 
a moment to capltatlte on the event. The ''eortimles" 
got a stroll foothold here during and after the Oer> 
man occupation. 

In short, this vlul region, where minerals, food 
stuffs, timber and the "hard water" component ot the 
atom bomb abound. Is another prospective powder 
keg In the International struggle tor supremacy. 

ASSETS— The "battle over unexpended balances" 
now raging on capltol hill may seem to be only a book- 
keeping dlsputq to the layman. But the Republicans 
maintain that there can be no Immediate or long- 
range aolutlon of the Intertwined problema of, federal 
taxes, the .budget, annual costs or the public debt 
until the question hli been settled. 

OOP appropriations chiefs contend that numerous 
ixecutlve departments, especially the army, navy artd 
Ulterior, liuve deliberately hidden billions ot assets 
which are uo longer needed. They Insist that these 
Itinds. eitlmated at 0,000,000,000 or mora, were locked 
up In anticipation ot the election ot an economy- 
minded, Republican congress. 

AUTHOltl ZED— President Truman's spokeamen re- 
tort that this niun was authorised and obligated In 
past years, and inutl bo spent |n accord with the 
original program adopted by congress. 
The opposite contention Is that many ot the prci- 
ous proposals have become obsolete, cannot now 
9 completed and that tho money should be turned 
back. They aUo believe that the original demands 
were padded, and that vast amounts can b« aalvaged 
lor the taxpayers.
